G.S.R. 264(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Coal Mines Provident Fund and Miscellaneous 
Provisions Act, 1948 (46 of 1948), the Central Government hereby makes the following Scheme further to amend the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund Scheme, 1948, namely ;— 

1. (1) This Scheme may be called the Coal Mines Provident Fund (Amendment) Scheme, 1998. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 31 st day of March, 1998. 

2. In the Coal Mines Provident Fund Scheme, 1948 (Hereinafter referred to as the said Scheme), in the proviso to 
sub-paragraph (4) of paragraph 33 A, for the words, figures, brackets and tetters “under paragraph 7(2) of the Coal Mines Family 
Pension Scheme shall be sent in a Form ‘PP’ in respect of all payments made after the month of March, 1988”, the words, 
figures, brackets and letters “under sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 8 of the Coal Mines Pension Scheme, 1998 shall be remitted 
Form PS-5 annexed to the said Pension Scheme” shall be substituted. 

3. In item (iii) of sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 55 of the said Scheme, for the words “Family Pension Fund” the 
words “Pension Fund” shall be substituted. 

4. In sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph-56 of the said Scheme, for the words and sign “giving effect to this Scheme”, the 
words and figures “giving effect to this Scheme and any amount over and above the grant made by the Central Government 
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under section 3F of the Act, which is found inadequate to meet the expenditure for the administration of the Coal Mines Pension 
Scheme, 1998," shall be substituted.

G.S.R. 266(E).—In exercise of the powers confened by Section 3 of the Coal Mines Provident Fund and Miscellaneous

2. In the Andhara Pradesh Coal Mines Provident Fund Scheme, 1956 (hereinafter referred to as the said Scheme, in the 
proviso to sub-paragraph (4) of paragraph 13, for the words, figures, brackets and letters “under paragraph 7(2) of the Coal 
Mines Family Pension Scheme shall be sent in a Form ‘PP’ in respect of all payments made after the month of March, 1988", 
the words, figures, brackets and letters “under sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 8 of the Coal Mines Pension Scheme, 1998 shall 
be remitted in Form PS-5 annexed to the said Pension Scheme” shall be .substituted, 

3. In item (iii) of sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 32 of the said Scheme, for the words “Family Pension Fund” the 
words “Pension Fund” shall be substituted. 

4. In paragraph 34 of the said Scheme, after the words “giving effect to this Scheme”, and before the words “shall be 
met”, the words and figures and any amount over and above the grant made by the Central Government under section 3F of the 
Act, which is found inadequate to meet the expenditure for the administration of the Coal Mines Pension Scheme, 1998,” shall 
be inserted.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Coal Mines Pension Scheme, 1998 came into force 
with effect from the 31st day of March, 1998. This 
necessitated certain amendments in the Andhra Pradesh Coal 
Mines Provident Fund Scheme, 1956 also for introduction of 
revised forms with effect from 31st day of March, 1998. 
Accordingly, it is proposed to amend the Coal Mines 
Provident Fund Scheme, 1956 with effect from 31.3.1998. 

2. Section 7 of Coal Mines Provident Fund and 
Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1948 (46 of 1948) empowers 
the Central Government to add to, vary or amend a scheme 
framed under the Act either prospectively or retrospectively. 

3. It is certified that the retrospective amendment will 
not adversely affect the interest of anybody. 
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
